The 
Contest is Hostile and Bitter

Antagonism Sure. 


Paris, July 27.—"It is inevitable— 
a trade war upon America by allied 
Europe. 
It may not come immed- 


iately, but it will come in a

do not get at the real 1'uelings of the 
people on this side of the 
water. 


You'meet only "those"-whose business 
is to entertain you, to sell goods to 
you, to extract money from you, to be 
polite to you. 
It is not from them 


you learn the truth. 
They conceal 


their thoughts. 
But men like 
my- 


self who travel about on the conti- 
nent as continentals—we know the 
state of the public mincl. 
We know 
that every important government on 
the continent^ is already under pres^ 
sure of manufacturers and 
trades- 


men and producers who want a sharp 
drastic policy of 
retaliation 
upon 


America instituted at once. 
'This pressure will make itself, felt 
in time—that is inevitable. 
With 


the men who formed it it is a matter 
of dollars and cents. 
They are from 
the most influential classes, the cap- 
italists, the employers, and they will 
have'their way. Governments will 
be compelled to respect, tneir wishes 
in order to maintain themselves."

negro, died at the stake near Enter- 
prise, a victim of the vengeance of a 
mob of 500 whites and blacks. Though 
the suffering wretch pleaded for mercy 
and frantically endeavored to break 
the chains that tightly bound him, not 
a trace of sympathy was shown on the 
faces that peered at him through the 
flames. .Penningtou had committed a 
brutal assault upon Mrs. J. C. Davis, 
the wife of one of the best . known 
farmers of Coffee County, and con- 
fessed his guilt. The attack was made 
Tuesday when Mrs. Davis, who was 
alone at home, was in her ^garden. 
Leaving his victim unconscious, the 
negro fled into the woods about the 
place. As soo/i as she regained her 
senses Mrs. Davis crawled to the house 
and gave the alarm. 
A large posse 


was quickly organized with blood- 
hounds and the negro was chased until 
yesterday morning, when he was cap- 
tured in a swamp. Pennington was 
bound hand and foot and taken back 
to the Davis home for identification. 
Mrs. Davis 
immediately recognized 


him, 
and the negro broke down and 


wept. He admitted the 
crime 
and

The frightened man was 
limp and had to be held up while the 
chains were fastened around his neck 
and body. When all was ready the cry 
was given and the crowd stood back. 
A match was applied to the pile and, 
with oil to feed upon, the tiny flame 
soon burst into a roaring fire. The 
terrified negro again pleaded for mercy 
In the most agonizing tones and 
prayed that those around him might 
perish. He then called upon the Maker 
for forgiveness, and as

leaped up and .encircled his neck an 
unearthly shriek was heard and the 
man's eyes had almost bulged out of 
the sockets. By this time the fire had 
gained such headway that

could be seen excepting a wriggling 
motion in the center of the circle of 
fire.

IMMORALITY THE 
CURSE OF HAWAII 


ACQUISITION OF ISLANDS BY U. S. 


THREATENS DANGER. 


Horrors of 
Life in the Stockade— 


One-Eighth of All the Women, in 
the Islands 
Were Initiates—The 


System of Child Slavery Responsi- 
ble for MuchEvil. 


Hpnolulu, July 26—In annexing the 
Hawaiian islands the United States 
acquired a country morally doomed, 
and whether or not the acquisition 
involves the moral doom of 
uie 


United States is a question which 
•will become more and more serious 
in the march of time. 


It has always been admitted that 


the main sociological feature of the 
Hawaiias has been immorality, just 
as the .miost s|riking physiological 
cihiaractieripStic 
of the inhabitants! 
has been leprosy. 
But it has never 


been considered that —is one con- 
taminating spot on the national body 
of the United States would lead to 
general corruption. 
This phase of 


the anexation, which in the past has 
been utterly ignored as, a subject 
of dispute, ^-will at its present rate 
of development 
soon 
become 
of 
great significance. 
{ 


The monetary 
interests of 
the 


United States which have the Hawa- 
iian islands as their fleld^ ol exercise 
are of so great weight in the United 
States proper that they are able, un- 
less stubbornly resisted, to subject 
the entire nation.to the same condi- 
tions as prevail in Hawaii. 


Lowest Depths of Immorality. 


There has been no doubt that the 


inrmorality existing in fjhe Hawaiian 
islands has long since arrived at its 
lowest stage in human or animal life, 
And now that it can go no lower it 
is certain.that it will go further on' 
all-sides than 'heretotore. 
It is ow- 


ing to the abolishment of the stock- 
ades that the immorality can go no 
deeper, but must become more ex- 
tensive. 
• The stockades of Honolulu 
were 
types of the third, or .civilized, class- 
es of slavery. 
Of the other classes 


the chief representatives are tlhat 
of the first class, the English prison 
pens or stockades of Africa, where 
the captive Matabele chiefs are con- 
fined for life in a sitting posture, ex- 
posed to the weather night and day, 
with hands manacled 
behind their 


backs and chained to posts, and that 
of the second class, the slave rnart^ 
of. 
central Africa. 
These 
two 


classes belong to barbarian slavery, 
the first, promoted 
by the British 


army, 'being designated as involun- 
tary 'slavery aggravated by constant 
torture, and the second 
involutary 


slavery, mitigated by fair treatment 
for pecuniary 
reasons. 
But there 


is no doubt that the third-or civilized' 
class of slavery!' represented by the 
stockades of Honolulu, afforded more 
misery than the other., classes' com- 
bined. 
This ttiird class might 
be 


designated as voluntary \Javery, ag- 
gravated by the sacrifice \pf moral 
power and intensified by tti'e^ wreck- 
ing of physical health. 
\^ 


Many Women in Stockades. 
Just prior to the abolishment \ of 


the stockades 
by order of Acting 


Governor Cooper, there were, 
ac- 


cording 
to the police report, 1,800 


women in the stockades. 
Yet there 


are but 1-C500 women on the islands. 
This shows that out of every eight 
women one was in the stockades. To 
account for this it is necessary to 
say that more than 75 per cent, of 
the inmates of the stockades were 
native Hawaiians, Chinese and Jap- 
anese. 
But this explanation shows 


the Chinese and Japanese in a far 
more unfavorable light than would 
otherwise be apparent. 


One out 
of every four Chinese 


women on the islands, was an in- 
mate of the stockades, while one out 
of every- two Japanese women was. 
The Hawaiian women ranked next 
to these, but the proportion of them 
in stockades was not half so great 
as of either Japanese of Chinese. 
It was once the custom to operate 


factories and mills as much as possi- 
ble by whites, mostly children, 
in 


the daytime, and- by Japanese 
and 


hinese at night. 
But this custom 


las passed. Japanese* Hawaiian and 
i'hinese men,, women and children 
now work side by side with white 
men, 
women and children. 


Force Children to Suport Them. 
But it is a shameful fact that very 


few white men do hard work. They 
make their children do it for them. 
The tropical climate is enervating to 
the white man and makes him lazy. 
!n consequence there is child slav- 
ery. 
White men between 40 and 50 


ears of age, what is considered the 
n-ime of life elsewhere, do very lit- 
,le work. 
From two to four hours 


day is the average. 
They will 


do only the slightest kind of work 
and most of the time -hey rest. The 
white children go to work at 7 in 
he morning and work until 7 
in 


he evening. 
They io about 
ten 


hours' work every day. 


There is money In children 
in 


Hawaii. 
Chinese; Japanese, Hawa- 


ians and whites all agree to this, 
f a man has three children between 
C and 20 years of age he is independ- 
ent. 
If he takes ,gootl care he will 


not need to work after he is 
40 


years of age. 
Six dollars a week, 


say, the wages of three children, will 
amply support him.

Cronberg to the Herald gives the Hol- 
lowing hitherto unpublished

concerning the passing away of the 
dowager empress of Germany: 


From 10 o'clock in the morning the 


Empress Frederick was totally uncon- 
scious and for. several hours before 
her death physically so. Canon Teign- 
mouth-Shore,xthe chaplain of King Ed- 
ward and an old friend of the, Em- 
press Frederick, prayed long by 
the 


bedside, having' come over at the sum' 
mons of the emperor, who at the other 
side of the bed sat gravely and sor- 
rowfully watching Cor the end, which 
all knew was approaching rapidly. The 
kaiser sat there almost constantly dur- 
ing the entire day, the death of the 
empress taking place at just 6 o'clock. 


All the rest of the royal family, in- 


cluding the empress, passed frequently 
in and out of the room noiselessly, but 
'the emperor sat there on and on from 
early morning, just leaving the bed- 
side for meals. 


. The person most visibly 
affected, 


however, was the crown prince, who 
on this occasion probably came face 
to face with death for the first time. 
He looked utterly upset. 


King Edward has received an enor- 


mous number o£ sympathetic messages 
from all parts of the world, says the 
London representative of the Tribune. 
The sultan of Turkey was the first to 
telegraph an expression of deep con- 
dolence with his majesty and similar 
messages have come1 from other for- 
eign courts and their representatives 
in London.

Washington, without a conn- 


try, without a distinct nationality, tow- 
ered above the great men of the earth, 
the father and the founder of a realm. 
Others had dreamed of republican in- 
dependence for mankind. Washington, 
by his sword, and as much by his brain 
and heart as by his sword, made the 
dream of ages a reality. 


Was Washington an accident? 
We 


say of Napoleon, of Lincoln, of Bis- 
marck, that they were the products of 
their time. The age was ripe for them; 
they had to be. Nature has never been 
a bankrupt, and if men mighty in £lie 
battles of time are needed she has the 
material on hand; if not one, then 
another. But how select from among 
the figures of the Kevolution another 
who, like 'Washington, had the firm- 
ness, the ardor and the dignity to stand 
as the leader of a struggling people? 


In monarchies^such as have ruled the 


earth from time immemorial there is a 
divinity about the throne, even when 
occupied by a nobody, which masters 
the minds of men and keeps them ic 
awe. 
The 
American 
revolutionists 


threw that divinity and all the re- 
straining force of the idea to the winds. 
They had no ruler, no constitution, no 
organized state. Who but Washington. 
through all the seven years' struggle 
from 1770 to 1783. through defeat and 
disaster, amid suffering and in the faco 
of Berce political jealousies and dis- 
putes, stood for the idea of divinity, 
stood for the constitution, stood for the 
unorganized state? 


Therein lies one of the marvels of na- 


ture's processes when dealing with hu- 
man events. The American Revolution 
was a 'mighty original upheaval of or- 
dinary mankind in a contest for liber- 
ty. The Declaration of Independence 
starts in as though its writers had an 
entirely new inspiration to set forth. 


long, with such intervals of battle 
calm, that one can hardly think of it as 
a storm. But the sea is not always in 
a state of fury, yet the rock against, 
which the waves l>eat acquires its re- 
nown for solidity because of the occa- 
sional storms. So Washington was a 
rock, and storms which, when they 
came, might have wrecked the frail. 
unseasoned 
baric were divided and 


weakened by contact with his mighty 
personality. 


It is difficult to imagine the "great 


and good George Washington" of tra-' 
dition as being troubled or In danger 
through any petty enmities of tho cump 
or the council. But, taking Washing- 
ton as a man among men simply, the 
power of his enemies appears in a dif- 
ferent light. General Gates was at first 
on the staff of Washington, where he 
could spy out all the weaknesses—for 
no man is without them—of his unsus- 
pecting chief. As soon as ho reached 
an Independent command ho advisee 
that congress send a committee to the 
army to keep watch upon the com 
m.inder. 
Washington was aware of 


this underhand work of his subordl 
nate, and they once, had an open inter- 
view about it. A French prince who 
described the meeting said, "Mr. Wash- 
ington treated Mr. Gates, with a polite- 
ness which had a frank and easy air, 
while the other responded with thai 
shade of respect which was proper to- 
ward his general." In less than two 
years the "sincerest attachment" which 
Gates had early professed 
toward 


Washington had degenerated to a mere 
"shade of respect." 


The Conway ca'bal gave to the Rev- 


olution its one noted and notorious 
court intrigue. Conway's friends were 
strong enough to have him elected by 
congress a major-general in spite of 
Washington's opposition. 
He openly 


insulted Washington, and the gallant 
Cadwallaclcr took up the quarrel for 
his friend and jn a duel wounded Con- 
way so desperately that he feared for 
his life and apologized for his baseness. 
The" mere fact that this European ad- 
venturer could so far hypnotize the 
rulers of the government as to rival 
Washington for it time shows that the 
elements of a storm were not lacking, 
nnd only the sublime character and for- 
titude of the patriot soldier prevented a 
calamity. 


From 
the start Washington 


quick to detect and rebuke or even pun- 
ish self seekers in the army. 
One of 


these, a famous Philadelphia surgeon 
who was .among the "signers," became 
a most malignant enemy of Washing- 
ton because in his capacity of general 
he gave an official opinion which with- 
out naming him reflected upon tho doc- 
tor's public motives. General Charles 
Lee was another foreign adventurer 
who attempted to ruin Washington and 
also to betray the country. In congress 
there was a strong element which per- 
sisted ill encouraging these army hos- 
tilities to Washington. John and Sam- 
uel Adams, Trumbull, William Wil- 
liams, Sargent, Gerry and Chase, with 
Roger Sherman and R. II. Lee. openly 
criticised Washington's military policy. 


The chief complaint was his Fab'ta'n 


methods. Yet he was aggressive when 
. 


When in' the course of human events the fimes palled for action. 


it becomes necessary," and so on up to 
that brief but sweeping asseveration, 
"All men are created free and equal," 
smacks of primitive thought and feel- 
ing. There were masters of logic and 
of diction among those brilliant minds 
who voiced the people's thought and 
will in 177G. But they rested the cause 
upon a plain expression of grievances 
and resolutions. 
Every little farmer. 


every flatboatman, every backwoods- 
man, the ijumblest and most illiterate 
toiler of city or hamlet, thought the 
very thoughts which went into the Dec- 


t laration iiL' those choice and vigorous 
-' words. To.read thatjearnest. pathetic 


and simple appe^i to£ posterity and to 


. 
fate, to thSnk ofi.ihcfawful path to be 
! 
trodden in order5*o reach the goal and 
to know Washington as he was is to 
feel that only tiirft raw, calm, big brain- 
ed and stalwarf Virginia borderer was 
fitted to be the war god of the hour, to 
stand in the stead of king, to speak the 
will of the state, to rule men's souls 
with all the majesty of a fixed law. 


The personal power of most little 


great men lies in the quality .called 
magnetism. 
Washington had none of 


that, and he didn't need It. His face 
and his physique were at once striking 
and attractive. Measuring six feet two 
in his stockings, with a well developed 
figure and the strength that goes with 
a healthy six footer, his very stature 
compelled attention. The average man 
thinks that live feet ten ' is a special 
favor of nature and the man who 
reaches six feet a giant. Washington's 
countenance fitly crowned his stature. 
It was pleasing and benevolent, yet of 
a strength which kept men in a respect- 
ful awe of him. His features were nl- 
wnys under perfect control, even when 
he was laboring under emotion. 
His 


voice was agreeable to listen'to and his 
manner composed and dignified. 


When Washington came to stand at 


the head of the army, a target for the 
eyes of the nation and for the scrutiny 
of envious or jealous colleagues, he had 
attained that success in life which gives 
a man an air of solid importance. He 
would not be wrecked by what most 
public men call failure. He would not 
be bankrupted by the loss of fortune 
as fortunes went in those days. 
He 


could live in the style becoming his 
position without accepting a dollar of 
the public money. Taking all in all. 
then, nature had made the leader of the 
Revolution a man without a peer to 
stand the test of time and trial and 
rally the people in that terrible strug- 
gle for national independence. 
No 


cheap victories, no half way successes, 
would satisfy 
this almost potentate 


from the qnoen of the rebelling colo- 
nies. Colonial soldiers, colonial states- 
men and the soldiers and diplomats of 
foreign nations all unite In praising 
Washington's noble and lofty stature. 
his fine and striking countenance, his 
composed and awe Inspirlns demeanor. 


The war of the lie volution lasted so 


With a fire in the rear it would have 


been marvelous for Washington to puss 
through seven years of warfare with- 
out personal animosity and jealousy 
showing themselves in camp. 
Even 


Hamilton came at last to think he 
could make his way independent of the 
personal friendship of .the chief. 
But 


to the soldiers without burning ambi- 
tion, heroes like Wayne and Sullivan 
end Morgan and Greene, as well as tlie 
rank and file, the head of the Conti- 
nental army was an object of reverence 
which at times softened into personal 
love.

under him. was just the kind to please

He hated cowardice and above all 


the cowardice of a general who orders 
a retreat. It was anger over this which 
caused him to curse Lee at Monmouth. 
Whenever he wrote or spoke of cow- 
ardice it was to call it infamous, scan- 
dalous and the like. 


As in the civil war, so in 177G the 


day was not to be decided by holding 
positions nor by driving tlie cnpmy out 
of positions. The Revolution could only 
be kept alive by having unwhippcJ 
armies iu the Sold. This mighty task 
Washington performed In spite-of hun- 
ger and danger in the face of intrigue 
and against enormous odds in the ncld. •
